Dresden.—Tlic Socialists of Sax¬ 
on v furnished another unpleasant 
surprise to the conservative and re¬

Senator Gaylord introduced, at the last session of the Wisconsin 
legislature, a resolution, in the form of a petition to congress, ask¬ 
ing for immediate action to relieve the unemployment problem in 
this country. 

Of course, the resolution was killed Tbe Republican* didn't 
want to know anything about it, for fear they might “recognize So¬ 
cialism”—and the Democrats followed suit 

In searching for data on the subject, so as to .present the argu¬ 
ment as fully as possible.

\nd hy the way. let me a*k, did 
Jesus stand for competition, or for 
co-operation, the Golden Rule and 
brotherhood? If He .stood for •co¬ 
operation and brotherhood, how do 
you consistently stand for thc oppo¬ 
site: for the competitive system and 
all it involves?

Do 
they not publish free thought paper* 
without number that deny thc exist¬ 
ence of God, condemn and ridicule the 
church? lla\e you ever asserted that 
the Demo-Republican party aimed at 
the destruction of Christianity? They 
not only aim but they fire, and their 
orders are “shoot to kill/* 

There it thi* difference between the 
Socialist atheist and the capital!*! 
atheist: The former is striving to 
usher in a cq-upcrative system 
wherein Christianity will be practi¬ 
cable. and the latter to perpetuate a 
competitive system wherein it i* ut¬ 
terly impossible. The KncycUincdia 
BriUnnica mv#: **The ethics of So¬ 
cialism and Christianity*are identical.” 
raking that view of it thouaaMtfs - i 
good men and women of all denom¬ 
inations have flocked to its standard 
the World over, and I assume that 
they feel that it i* belter to fight 
shoulder to shoulder with the athe¬ 
ist* that stand for nn idol hnniani- 
tarianistn. rather than to *ii cheek hy 
jowl with the atheists whose highest 
inspiration i* profit#, profits, and then 
more profit#, wrung from thc crushed 
and broken forms of men. the misery 
of women and the team of ilave chfl- 
drea. So wc have our Socialist Chris¬ 
tian fellowship, not only here, but 
elsewhere. Not merely mouthing for 
"Thy Kingdom Come” and then 
throw ing every obstruction before the 


wheel* of progre*?. but by working 
for thc juft time that will make it pos¬ 
sible “on earth as it is in heaven. 
Early Fathers vs. the Rich 

And if you will take up the history 
of the early fathers of the church it 
will not leave you a leg bo stand on in 
your opposition to Socialism. The 
personal opinion of Marx. Rebel or 
any other man regarding religion has 
nothing to do whatever with the eco¬ 
nomic* of Socialism Our platforms 
say that “religion a private matter.** 
to he accepted «>r rejected a* the indi¬ 
vidual choose*. 

A teacher .if mathematic* may he 
an atheist, hut that would not indicate 
that geometry aim- at the destruction 
of Christianity, not even if the teach¬ 
er said so. and you should repeal it. 
A truth is a truth, no man nor body of 
men can destroy it. Justice is found¬ 
ed on truth; Socialism demand* jus¬ 
tice. here. now. hereafter and forever. 
If Christianity is that, it cannot he 
destroyed; if it is not that, it destroys 
itself. Some *-ne ha* said that “hon¬ 
esty is the best policy” That isn’t 
true. "When houe-ty becomes a pol¬ 
icy it i* no longer honesty.” So of 
Christianity. When it becomes a pol¬ 
icy and 1* adopted for a present profit 
and a future reward it lose# thc spirit 
of justice, without which it is no long¬ 
er Christianity,

Homan life depend, upon {ood. 
clothing and .heller. Only when 
the»e are .Mured are freedom, cul¬ 
ture and higher human development 
possible. To produce food, clothing 
and shelter, land and machinery are 
needed. Land by itself does not sat¬ 
isfy human needs. Human labor gets 
raw materials and food out of the 
soil by creating machinery and using 
it upon the land. Whoever has con¬ 
trol of land and machinery has con¬ 
trol of human labor, and with it of 
human life and liberty. 

Today the machinery and the land 
used for industrial purposes are 
owned by a rapidly decreasinp min¬ 
ority. So long as machinery is sim¬ 
ple and easily handled by one man, 
it does not make ils owners so power¬ 
ful that tliry can dominate the sources 
of life of others. But when machin¬ 
ery becomes more and more com¬ 
plex and expensive, and requires lor 
its effective operation the organized 
effort of many workers, its influence 
reaches over wider, and wider circles 
of life. The owners of such machin¬ 
ery become thc dominant class. 

The Maun in Subjection. 

Tn proportion as the number oi 
such machine owners compared to 
all other classes decreases, their 
power in the nation and in the world 
increases. They bring ever larger 
masses of working people under their 
control, reducing them to the point 
where muscle and brain are their 
only productive property. Millions 
of formerly self-employ ag workers 
thus become the helpless wage slaves 
of the industrial masters. 

The more the economic power of 
the ruling class grows, the lest use¬ 
ful does It become in the life of tbr 
nation. The overwhelming bulk of 
the useful work of the nation falls 
upon the shoulders of the classes that 
e!iher have no other productive prop¬ 
erty but their manual and mental la¬ 
bor power — the wage workers — or 
that have bat little land and little 
machinery ootiidc of their labor 
power—the small traders and small 
farmers. The ruling minority is 
steadily becoming useless and para- 
silic. .... 

A bitter struggle over the divi¬ 
sion of the products of labor is waged 
between the exploiting propertied 
class on the one hand and the ex¬ 
ploited, propertyless cla'ss on the 
other. In this straggle the wage 
working clast cannot expert adequate 
relief from any reform of the pres¬ 
ent order from the dominant clasa of 
society. 

The wage workers arc therefore 
the moat aeterntiMd and irreconcil¬ 
able antagonists of the ruling claas. 


Tlicy are .alto the class which suffers 
most from the curse of class rule. 
The fact that a atu .ll number of cap¬ 
italists is' permitti d ro use all the 
! country’s resottrer' and social tools 
for their individual profit, and to 
make the productMii of the neces¬ 
saries of our lives the object of their 
competitive private enterprises and 
spcculationa, it at the bottom of all 
the social evils of our time. 

Modem Industry Planless. 

In spite of thr organization of 
| trusts, pool? and combinations, the 
; capitalists are pou rless lo regulate 
production for so. <al ends. Indus¬ 
tries are largely conducted in a plan¬ 
less manner. Tin’-ugh periods of 
feverish activity the strength and 
health of the workers are mercilessly- 
undermined, and during periods of en¬ 
forced idleness thr workers arc fre¬ 
quently reduced t" starvation. 

The climaxes oi this chaotic sys¬ 
tem of production art the regularly 
recurring induatria depressions and 
crises which paraly. c the nation every 
fifteen or twenty years. 

In its mad and reckless race for 
profits the capital ,i class is bound 
to exploit the workers to the very 
limit of their ettdur rnce and to sac¬ 
rifice their physical, moral and men¬ 
tal welfare to its ona insatiable greed. 
Capitalism keeps thc masses of work¬ 
ingmen in poverty destitution, phys¬ 
ical exhanstion ami ignorance. It 
drags their wives from their homes 
to the mill and factory. It snatches 
tbeir children from the playgrounds 
and schools and grinds their slender 
bodies and unforr: rd minds into told 
dollars. It wantoul disfigures, maim* 
and kills hundred, of thousands of 
workingmen annu. ly in mines, on 
railroads and in {.<torie*. It drives 
millions of worker into the ranks of 
the unemployed an 1 forces large num¬ 
bers of them into beggary, vagrancy 
and all forms of crime and vice. 

Public IntaiUger.ee Corrupted. 

To maintain the r rule over their 
fellow men, the capitalists must keep 
in their pay all organs of"thr public 
powers, public Bind and public con- 
science. They control the dominating 
parties and. through them, the elected 
public officials. hey select our exe¬ 
cutive., bribe our legislatures ar.d cor¬ 
rupt our courts of juetic,. They own 
and censor the press. Theysway oar 
educational institutions. They own 
the nation politic-liy and intetlectu- 
allv Jnst as they own it industrially 

The struggle bet ween wage'work¬ 
ers and capitalist.' grows ever fiercer, 
and ha* become the only vital i»*ne 
before the American people. The 
wage-working clas-. therefore, has the 
most vital and dii- t interest is abol¬ 


ishing the capitalist system. But in 
abolishing the present system, the 
workingmen will free not only their 
own class, but also all other classes 
of modern society: The small farmer, 
who is today exploited by large cap¬ 
ital more indirectly but not (ess ef¬ 
fectively than is the wage laborer; the 
small manufacturer and trader, who 
is engaged in a desperate and losing 
struggle for economic independence 
in thc face of the alt- % conqucring 
power uf concent rated capital; ami 
even the capitalist himself, who i- 
the slave of his wealth, rather than its 
master. The struggle of the working 
class against thc capitalist class, while 
it is a class struggle, is thus at‘the 
same time a struggle for the aboli¬ 
tion of all classes and class privi¬ 
leges. 

Must Conquer tbe Political Power. 

The private ownership of the land 
and means of production used for 
exploitation, is tbe rock upon whirl 
class rule is built; political gotern 
ment is its indispensable instrument 
The wage workers cannot be freed 
from exploitation without conquer 
ing the political power and substittg 
ing collective and democratic admin¬ 
istration for private ownership of thr 
land and the means of production 
used for exploitation. 

The basis for sneh transformation 
is rapidly developing within the verj 
bosom of present capitalist society 
The factory system, with its immense 
machinery and minute division of la 
bor, is rapidly destroying all yestigr- 
of individual production in mattufae 
lure. Modern prodnetion is ajrcad- 
very largely a collective and social 
process, while the great trusts an? 
monopolies which have sprung up ir 
recent years have had the effect of or 
ganizing the work and management of 
some of our main industries on : 
national scale, and fitting them fu. 
national use and operation. 

An End tn Class Rule. 

In the struggle for freedom the iu 
terests of the workers of all nation, 
are identical. Thc struggle is not 
only national, but international. !• 
embraces the world and will br ear 
ried to ultimate victory by the unite.! 
workers of the world. 

To unite the workers of the r.a 
tirm and their allies and sympathizer 
of all other classes to this end. is thr 
mission of thr Socialist.

Resolved. That the Milwaukee school board deplores the killing of 
this notable schoolmaster and records its profound regret that the Span¬ 
ish nation has lost so valuablbe a friend.
